Nations in a package deal . . 
if the Nationalist Government 
were to give way to a Republic 
of Taiwan, the Communists could 
do nothing because* Taiwan does 
not lie within the frontiers of 
Communist China .. . if the Na- 
tionalist Government were to dis- 
appear, America would lose noth- 
ing by: having Communist China 
admitted to the United Nations 

. (But) the interests of the 
Nationalist Government (of Tai- 
wan) and the Communist Govern- 
ment .. . converge on at least 
one point. Both benefit from the 
continued existence of the Na- 
tionalist Government, whereas the 
interests of the U.S. and the Chi- 
nese Nationalist Government have 
begun to diverge.”’ 


Correct Conclusion

MERAUKE, Dutch New Guinea 
(P—A wisp of smoke rising from 
the jungles of New Guinea’s wild 
southern coast was spotted by a | 
search plane Sunday, reviving 
hopes that Michael Rockefeller is 
alive. 


A cruising Royal Australian Air 
Force plane sighted the smoke in 
the area where Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller’s youngest son van- 
ished a week ago. 


ASKS FOR COPTERS 


When the news reached this 
jungle search headquarters, the 
governor immediately asked that 
helicopters be rushed to the re- 
gion. 


The smoke rose near a small 
village south of the Eilanden Riv- 
er, in whose mouth the 23-year- 
old Rockefeller’s expedition in 
search of primitive art ran into 
disaster. 


Heightening hopes that Michael 
made it to land after his native 
craft capsized was the finding of 
a gasoline can like one he used 
in trying to swim 3% miles to 
shore. 


“I’m 90 per cent certain it was 


the can Mike used,” said Dr. 
R. S. Wassing,’’ young Rockefel- 
ler’s Dutch companion, who 


stayed with the capsized craft 
and later was rescued. “But of 
course I cannot guarantee it 
Was.”

was flown here for Wassing to 
identify after being picked up off 
the coast of Fredrik Hendrik Is- 
land, about 120 miles from the 
scene of the capsizing. 


MADE IT TO SHORE? 


One Dutch search official said 
if the can had been found earlier 
it would have indicated young 
Rockefeller drowned ‘“‘but now it 
looks as if he made it to shore 
and the can was carried away by 
a high tide.” 

Other veterans of the New Gui- 
nea wilds were less optimistic. 

Gov. Rockefeller himself, even 
before the news of the smoke 
sighting reached him, had de- 
scribed the finding of the can as 
“a good omen.”

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Crime Committee Report Is Indictment 
Of Official Inertia and Public Apathy 


The Atlanta Citizens Crime Commit- 
tee has made its final report. Most of its 
conélusions previously had been publi- 
cize@ in separate studies. The problems 
were outlined and suggested remedial ac- 
tiom was recommended. Yet after three 
yeats of work, few of the recommenda- 
tions have been translated into action and 
the problems are becoming more acute. 

ta’s metropolitan area, of course, 
was the primary concern of the commit- 
tee. Comprising almost a fourth of the 
state’s population, its problems encom- 
pass at least a fourth of the crime. In 
attempting to find solutions, however, the 
committee found it could do little locally 
since it involved the entire legal machin- 
ery bf the state. It did make recommen- 
dations about improving local police agen- 
cies. and the courts, but in the larger 
areas improvements must come through 
state action. 

The committee repeated again that 
the unsworn statement law is an impedi- 
ment to justice; asked that sentencing by 
juries be abolished and urged that a cen- 
tral agency be established for filing fin- 
gerprints and reports concerning fugi- 
tives. 

Much of the final statement is given to 
recommendations concerning our prison 
system. The Department of Corrections, 
it charges, is a misnomer. “Under its 
present system, and with facilities pres- 


ad me * 


ently available to it,” it says bluntly, “it 
does not—~and cannot—correct.” 


The report says further: “We have no 
means of classifying prisoners; there is 
no prison industry worthy of the name; 
misdemeanants and felons, youths and 
lifers, first offenders and recidivists are 
crowded together in inadequate facilities. 
No rehabilitation program is followed; no 
psychiatric help or psychological counsel- 
ling ig available. All of these lacks might 
be assigned to lack of funds. But Geor- 
gia pays, many times over, for its fail- 
ings.” 


The committee finds it shocking that 
facilities for juveniles are lacking in more 
than 100 counties and last year saw 5,000 
children in the common jails, 

Pointing out that Atlanta's jurisdiction 
ends with the commitment of the accused 
to grand jury or criminal court, the study 
says it’s then up to the state. “We are 
fully persuaded,” the committee declared, 
“that Georgia has abandoned its respon- 
sibility in this field; that thousands, in- 
dividually, and millions collectively, suf- 
fer from it.” . 


The committee has done its work and 
the recommendations are in. They con- 
stitute a powerful indictment of official 
inaction and public apathy that should 


shame us all—individually and collec- 
tively.

But a greater 
loser in the end should be Fidel 
Castro in Cuba. It was the vio- 
lent right-wing despotism in Cuba 
of its old boss, Fulgencio Batista. 
which created conditions so in- 
tolerable as to open the way for 
Castro’s left-wing rebellion in the 
first place. 

The similarly violent despotism 
of the Trujillos in the Dominican 
Republic was water on Castro’s 
wheel as well. For the poor and 
ignorant in Latin America have 
known more Trujillos than tin-pot 
Khrushchevs such as Castro. And 
so they have far more feared the 
devil they knew than they feared 
the infinitely worse devil, the 
devil of Communist dictatorship, 
which they did not know. 

But the fact that we have at 
last won one complete triumph in 
Latin America is only one thing. 
What we do with this triumph, 
and how we look at it, is quite an- 
other thing. 
the simple truth is that 


to hold a responsible 
and decent government together 
in the Dominican Republic only 
with the aid of what used to be 
called “American gunboat diplo- 


macy.” We put warships and air- 
craft carriers offshore within sight 
of the country’s capital of Ciudad 
Trujillo. 

Had such an action been taken 
against Castro Cuba, or even been 
thought of against any left-wing 
Latin-American regime, the air 
would be leaping now with out- 
raged screams of “Yankee im- 
perialism,” 

Mexico, Brazil and Chile, among 
others, raise no moans to the 
heavens now about the American 
gunboats’ that prevented the Do- 
minican Republic from falling into 
extremist chaos. But only a little 
while ago they were not willing 
even to go along with the United 
States to the point of calling a 
Pan America meeting even to dis- 
cuss the menace which Castro 
poses to us all. 

The lesson for the United States 
is plain. In the Dominican Repub- 
lic we rightly accepted the re- 
sponsibility laid upon us as the 
greatest power in this hemisphere 
to end a danger to the common 
peace. The hour must soon come, 
however — unless, hopefully, Cas-

short run) business and industry. 

An increasing number of South- 
erners quietly toil for better 
schools, representative govern- 
ment — developments that will, 
over the long haul, spur economic 
as well as social growth. For 
them, there can be no reckoning 
of profit and loss without includ- 
ing the human costs. To them be- 
longs the future of the South.

There will be a sep- 
aration—between the sheep and 
the goats. 

“Come unto Me and inherit 
that prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world,” the 
King of Kings will say to some.

rhetoric, is becoming in his hands an exhilarating, offbeat sequence which leaves listeners rolling 
in the aisles. The standard political endorsement of a man in trouble was the Eisenhower effort for 
Louis M. Lefkowitz in New York’s mayoralty campaign. The former president combined a plug for 
the luckless Lefkowitz as a splendid fellow with an attack on the Peace Corps. 


Usually the speaker links a 
portrait of a fellow party mem- 
ber in trouble that is not imme- 
diately recognizable to family 
and friends. 

President Kennedy, however, 
has settled for a frank state- 
ment that the man in question 
is known to him, a member of 
the human race, a fellow Dem- 
ocrat and a possible winner. 

He began this revolutionary 
procedure in Seattle where he 


journeyed to give a pat on the 
back to Sen. Warren G. Magnu- 
son, Democrat, of Washington.

“In Washington he speaks in 
the Senate so quietly that few 
can hear him.

“Conflict in and of itself is not 


a bad thing,” the conference says. 
“Only in a completely static or 
totalitarian society would there be 
no conflict at all ... in the total 
life of the community . .. conflict 
can actually be creative rather 
than destructive if we learn how 


vto handle it.” 


At the outset, the conference 
pointed out that many suburban 
communities that once were al- 
most entirely Christian now in- 
clude members of other religious 
groups, mainly Jewish. In these 


—— 
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changed, with Jews and Christians 
observing different religious holi- 
days. 


There are no easy answers, it 
said, in the pamphlet, prepared 
under the direction of Dr. Allyn 
P. Robinson, of the greater New 
York area chapter of the confer- 
ence. This is particularly true in 
the light of the fact that state 
courts often interpret the doctrine 
of separation of church and state 
in several ways in accordance 
with 50 different state constitu- 
tions, Robinson said. 


He recommended a number of 


steps “to keep conflict over 
Christmas from damaging your 
community.” among them were: 
1. Deal with facts, not rumors. 
2. Learn the legal status of re- 


ligious practices in the public 
schools in your state. 


*3. Look Into your own motives

4. Do not act as an individual 
or as members of a single group, - 
but at the same time do not use 
mass meetings, petitions or state- 
ments to the press to state your 
cause, for they only excite emo-

CRACKDOWN EASED 


The committee's investigation 
was known as Project Tightrope. 
In its report the committee dis- 
closed that an enforcement crack- 
down begun in March 1959 by for- 
mer FAA Administrator E. R.

The report said the flood con- 
tinued at the rate of 400 new 
cases a month until last Novem- 
ber when Quesada ordered FAA 
inspectors to use “more judg- 
ment” in filing violation reports. 


The volume of charges fell 
promptly thereafter, and has re- 
mained at about 285 new cases a 
month. 


The committee, including for- 
mer Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
trator Frederick B. Lee; Louis J. 
Hector, former Civil Aeronautics 
Board member, and former atom- 
ic energy commissioner John F. 
Floberg, said the Washington en- 
forcement staff of the FAA “‘sim- 
ply could not cope with the burst 
of activity by the inspectors.” 


WASTED ON TRIVIAL 


It added that much of the Wash- 
ington enforcement effort was 
wasted on trivial cases that never 
should have reached the top of 
the system. Of the cases com- 
pleted last year, 55 per cent were 
closed without action. 


The Project Tightrope report 
recommended a number of inter- 
nal steps to improve the prepara- 
tion and enforcement of aviation 
safety rules. 


It proposed that the adminis- 
trator delegate rulemaking pow- 
ers to an assistant administrator 
for regulations. 


Halaby announced that he was 
putting this recommendation into 
effect in a slightly different man- 
ner by establishing an FAA regu- 
latory council as a central forum 
for the agency’s rulemaking.

feller Strawbridge, Michael's twin, 
would extend their stay hoping

“So long as there is a real hope 
that there is a chance of finding 
him, I'd like to be here,’’ he said. 
‘It’s possible that he might have 
gotten to shore.” 


THANKS FOR ASSISTANCE 


It was the first time since his 
arrival at Merauke that Rocke- 
feller looked as if he really be- 
lieved there is a hope that Mi- 
chael survived the swim through 
shark-infested waters. 


Rockefeller thanked Dutch 
authorities for supplying planes, 
boats, and men for the long 
search and expressed his grati- 
tude to Australia for sending two 
air force helicopters. 


The helicopters are operating 
from platforms built at the vil- 
lage at Atsj, Michael’s objective 
when he set.out to swim to shore, 
and at Pirimapoen, about 40 
miles from Atsj. 


The governor said he had no 
knowledge of reports that Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy had asked 
Prime Minister Robert Menzies of 
Australia to send the helicopters.

The fish were put one at a time 
inside the plastic cylinder inside 
another long, narrow cylinder in 
the exact center (axis) of the out- 
er cylinder.

A typical fish in a typical run 
showed that the fish lost its bal- 
ance before the end of one min- 
ute while the tank speed climbed 
to 80 revolutions per minute. It 
began to struggle but stopped any 
purposeful struggle when its own 
speed reached 40 revolutions per 
minute. At this point, the tank 
was revolving twice as fast as the 
fish. From here on up until the 
fish reached 80 RPMs and the 
tank speed was 100 RPMs, the 
struggle continued, but it was a 
disorganized struggle. When the 
fish's spin speed reached about 85 
RPMs, it gave up struggling and

BONN, Germany (AP) — The 
Bonn government will not take 
any notice of the Communist East 
German regime’s proposals for 
normalizing relations between the 
two Germanys, official circles 
said Sunday.

Never Hit 
Child’s Face 
Or Head 


By JOSEPH MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: What effect 
could there be from slapping 
children in the face or on the 
head? I am a firm believer in 
switching. What do you sug- 
gest?—H. C. M. 


I'll halfway agree and halfway 
differ. First of all, I most definitely 
do not agree with “slapping’’ or 
hitting a child in the area of the 
face or head. When I say never, 
I mean never. 


Why? For one thing, such a 
siap ‘or blow) can damage the 
brain, the eyes, the ears. There is, 
as somebody once said, “‘a place 
that Nature provided for children 
to be spanked.” It is not the head. 


Another reason for not strtk- 
ing a child in the region of the 
head is that such a blow is fre- 
quently the result of temper on 
the part of an adult—and why do 
we, or why should we punish a 
child? Because we are angry? Or 
because we want to teach a child 
what he should do or should not 
do” 

If we, as adults, are actuated 
by sudden irritation or anger we 
are not “teaching the child.”” We 
are venting our emotions. 

Now I grant, as a father, that 
children can be masters of the 
art of annoying. Most children 
have their streaks of being little 
Mephistophelean monsters. Brief- 
ly. They try us out, to see how 
far they can push us before we 
blow up. But they are children, 
acting instinctively. We are adults, 


reacting — l hope — logically 
Sometimes we forget this. We 
shouldn't. 


Never strike a child in the head, 
neck or face. My grandmother's 
thimble, rapped sharply on my 
scalp, stung me. I got the mes- 
sage. But a rap from a thimble 
(if anybody still uses the thim- 
ble either for sewing or bringing 
up children) is a quite different 
thing from a “slap” or blow which 
can do deep damage. 


Never strike a child near the 
neck, or any part of the spine. 
In fact, ideally, never strike a 
child. Spank, if it is necessary 
Don't hit. Theoretically we should 
never use physical violence. We 
ought to employ only “sweet rea- 
soa."" In theory, I agree. In prac- 
luce, | arm convinced that at times 
a brisk but deliberate and adult 
spanking is useful in training a 
child and is not harmful.

Curiosity to know the ways 
and wherefores of things that 
touch her life has brought 
Mrs. E. V. Medernach several 
mink stoles, a raft of stérling 
silver, air conditioning for her 
home, and any nhumber of 
pins and loving cups.

Grecian 
women even wore rings on their 
toes when wearing barefoot 
sandals. 


IMPOSSIBLE? 


“It’s almost impossible to 
trace where the Chinese first 
got jade but they were carv- 
ing it 3000 years before Christ. 
A divining rod was used in 
locating it. It is considered the 
imperial stone of China and 
burial jade is placed on the 
tongue of the deceased to give 
new heart. Sometimes it is 
placed at the feet, also. 


“Hammers, chisels, and other 
working tools made of jade 
have been unearthed by arch- 
ecologists. Jade is not just green 
colored; it may be white, black, 
brown or red as well. 


“Amber and jet are the only 
two stones from the vegeta- 
ble kingdom. Jet is petrified 
black fossil wood and amber 
is petrified resin from anicent 
pine forests.’

Most of all, it has 
Elaine Stritch, a_ vivac- 
ious bundle of music, wit 
and energy who keeps 
the show zipping along 
so fast that it never 
pauses for breath. 


Criticism has centered 
around the fact that this 
is not an “integrated” 
musical in the sense of 
“Oklahoma!” or “My Fair 
Lady.”
